This map, based on Metro Transit's analysis of current ridership and future population and employment trends,
illustrates how service improvements from Transit Now will be spread throughout the region. Exactly when
improvements will be made along which corridors will be decided only after a thorough process combining
research, analysis, and extensive public outreach for major route changes.
